Atti Abonyi is one of the 
all-time greats in Australian 
Soccer: a player who made 
58 full international 
appearances and 88 
national games for 
Australia, and scored 25 
full international goals, and 
a total of 36 for all national 
matches. Those last two 
figures are records in 
Australia, and are still 
fairly safe today. 

Abonyi came to Australia 
with his family from 
Hungary in 1957, and 
broke into first grade 
Soccer in 1962 with 
Melbourne HSC. The side 
won the Victorian State 
League and the Australia 
Cup in 1967, the year Atti 
first played in the 
Australian national side, 
against Scotland. His last 
match for the Socceroos 
was 11 years later, in '7. 

In 1969, he moved to St 
George in Sydney, and then 
to Croatia Sydney in 1977. 
They won the State League 
premiership that year, and 
Atti led them to two more 
las player-coach in the 
following two years. In 
1980, he took over Melita, 
gave away playing after 
about 530 first grade 
games, and won the State 
League for them,

three years with the Australian 
Soccer Camps. I've known him 
for 15 or 16 years, and I would 
say I definitely have learned a 
lot of my coaching abilities 
from him, 

I regard him as the most 
professional coach in this 
country, and I still believe, 
even now, he would have been 
the only person who could have 
taken Australia to Spain, 
He's only had one go at the 
World Cup, in 74, and he 
achieved it, so what’s wrong 
with the guy? Unfortunately 
politics come into it and 
administrators feel politics is 
more important than Soccer, 
and some are more concerned 
about titles without doing 
something to benefit JUST the 
game. Let them destroy Soccer 
the way they have been the last 
year or two. 

But I’m not here to talk 
about politics: this is the game 
for the kids, and they must see 
the game as it should be seen, 
not through the eyes of a 
politician, It's got to be Soccer 
and nothing else. 

Q: What do you think the 
future holds for Australia? 

‘A: I grew up in this country 
and I've been part of the 
Australian Soccer set-up for 
the last 20 years, and I know a 
fair bit about it. We've been 
saying for too long now that 


“Soccer's going to take off,” 
and somehow I get the feeling 
that gradually er’s going 


backwards instead of going 
forward. 

Somehow, somewhere along 
the line, there’s got to be a 
dramatic change in the whole 
set-up and administration right 
through the ranks, starting at 
the junior level. Junior Soccer 
is a big problem as far as I'm 
concerned; it hasn't worked the 
way it’s been running for the 
last 10 or 15 years, so why not 
do something about it? There's 
a lot of things that we could 
change for the better. Same as 
at top level. A whole new 
change-about has to come, with 
people who know & bit about 
the game, and let them do it all.

bit now being full- 
can see a lot of things I would 
pexeaely like to change. 

lumber one would be cut out 
all the competitive football 
under the age of 10; cut down 
the number of teams within 
clubs — when you consider that 
some clubs have got 65 to 70. 
junior teams, how on earth can 
they provide grounds with right 
facilities, balls, coaches, etc, 
for all this? Why do it if you 
can't provide? This is where the 
game is starting to suffer. I 
know I'm starting with the 
basics, but let's face it, that's 
where everything starts, at the 
bottom, and then you work 
your way up.

Q: How's the playing 
standard? 


‘A: Throughout the world, in 
my opinion, the Soccer 
standard has dropped in the 
last 10 years. It's become more 
physical, a lot more 
demanding, due to the fact that 
alot more money's poured into 
the game nowadays; win-at-all- 
cost, which is everybody's 
attitude, again ey 
starting with the kids. You 
can’t do two things at once — 
win at all cost and also play 
football, the way it was played 
say 10 years ago when there 
was a lot more skill. Ten years 
ago with St George, we used to 
draw 15,000 against Sydney 
Olympic’ and Apia, and now 
you probably wouldn't get 
more than 10,000 at 
international level. But it's the 
same throughout the world 
with the actual playing side of 
Soccer. 


For example, to compare the 
‘74 World Cup side to the 
present side, in my way of 


thinking the present Socceroos 
couldn't 20 per cent of 
what the ‘74 World Cup side 


could as far as football is 
concerned. That's purely on 
the Soccer side of things; but 
probably a lot faster and better 
Prepared physically. 

Q: What about the youth 
team — can hg Se) in the 

this year? 

A: ‘one thing I would 
dearly love — to start at that 
level. I’m not talking about this 
year, but in a year or two. I 
think it’s important if we have 
up-and-coming coaches like 
Johnny Watkiss, who's still 
fairly young in the game, 
myself, and a few others, to 
start at that sort of level, and 
work our way up, like they do 
everywhere else in the world. 

I think there's a lot of good 
talent, because there are a lot 
of good players in that age 
group — 17, 18, 19 — and that 
would be a’ marvellous job to 
have.

With the National Championships to be held in Sydney, at Chatswood 
Oval, on the North Shore in about 12 weeks time, we thought that we 
would examine what goes into setting up a State team for competition. 


In most States, it is a case of crawl before

‘The clubs and club coaches of women’s 
teams must share the initial “donkey 
work” of preparing girls for the relative 
easy task of representing their own club 
and club teams in local competitions.

know that the administrators of the 
Sport will be nodding their heads sagely as 
they read this. There is no doubt that this, 
above all else, is the chief concern 


To outfit a single player these days, let 
alone the 18 girls which is the maximum 
allowed in a State team, is not talked about 
lightly. 

Even allowing for the fact that most girls 
have their own boots (until they are forced 
to buy others because their old faithfuls are 
falling to bits), the cost of a good quality 
shirt and shorts and socks will leave an 
Association with not very much left from 
$50 note. 

Naturally a track-suit must go with this 
outfit and with this item costing well in 
excess of forty dollars if bought retail, it 
would not be too far wrong to expect little 
change from one bance dollars just to 
get the girl on the park, 

Then comes the crunch, Having got the 
girls dressed and ready to go, how do they 
go to the championships? Road? On the 
eastern side of Australia — fairly 
inexpensive — $75 per girl if you are lucky. 
From the West? Teo ig a tiresome. 


Ideal 


The most used means of tavel lately has 
been by air with discount fares being 
snapped up like hungry trout by money- 
starved Soccer Associations, 

Certainly this is the ideal way of travel 
and the es arrive fresh and ready to go. 
But at what cost? 

Delving into pat history for the 1980 
Championships held in Adelaide, we find 


that even with discounting a State team 
from New South Wales paid $2862. 

Next to travel, accommodation for the 
duration of the tournament can also cause 
a hole in State Association’s pocket. 

Not only, do the girls need somewhere to 
rest but the feeding of the inner-woman has 
to be done at least twice a day. 

this time, readers will realise that 
getting a team together to represent their 
State is not all fun and frolic. 

The total cost of a team travelling to 

Adelaide from Sydney last year was almost 


And where did this money come from ? 
Apart from a small but gratifying 
[snidieees grant, the girls did what they 

ad done in previous years — raised the 
money themselves. 

One of the smaller associations with little 
experience in the traumas of fund-raising 
for their State team, even had to go to the 
extent of taking out a personal loan to get 
the girls there. 


Sponsors are now starting to take an 
interest in top women’s Soccer and 
overtures have been made by some 
Sponsors for teams to carry their name. 

This in Sydney, we are fortunate 
that at least one television channel will be 
outils the games. Channel 0-28 have 
given the organisers assurance that they 
will be covering the opening day ceremony 
and several days during the carnival 
including the vital last day. It is hopeful 
te other T.V. stations may do the same 
thing. 
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The failure of Australia’s national team to 
qualify for the World Cup Finals in Spain 
continues to concern a few people, while for 
the majority it has passed as a bad sports 
result which has almost been forgotten. 


The minority want the ASF President's head on the 
plate, because we won't be going to Spain, or because 
they have something else on their minds. 

On this matter, I think it is necessary to face the truth 
and divide the responsibilities. 

We spent half a million dollars, which is equivalent to 
the price of one good foreign player's leg, and we cry 
desperately. 

But what have we done in order to spend it correctly? 

Who of those who insist on the resignation of Sir 
Arthur George had better ideas before, and why didn’t 
theysay so? 

What have the’ other coaches done to help the 
national team? 

What have the players done to honour their national 
colours? 

Or are we expecting the president of the ASF to go 
and beat the New Zealanders by himself? 

For one objective critic the questions which arise 
from the failure are many but could be broken into 
three basic ones: 

(a) Was the choice of players the best? 

(b) How great was the coach’s knowledge? 

(c) How good was the preparation? 

All other charges against Sir Arthur George are 
nonsense with no basis. 

They cannot exist because none of us has the right to 
make accusations. Accusations will always be made by 
Siege se every case of a failure.

This is why, in 1974, under the leadership of Sir 
Arthur George, with players produced by “Uncle Joe” 
Viasits, like Warren, Watkiss Abonyi, Alston, Tolson 
and many more, Australia went to the finals in West 
Germany; no-one has said a good word about that. 

Credit was taken by the coach. Every reader will ask 
himself: Why, when we went to Germany, Sir Arthur 
George was not mentioned in the success and now that 
we're not going to Spain, he is the one we hold 
responsible for failure? 

But what other country in in the world, except the 
Soceer-developed, has succeeded — in three finals — in 
going twice? We went once. England, not at all, Is this 
not a success? Or maybe the experts wanted a contract 
from Sir Arthur George according to which we must be 
present at every World Cup Final? 

More than 130 countries started for Spain. But in the 
end only 24 will arrive in the summer of '82. 

From 110 which aren't going to make it, many are 
stronger than us, literally European and South 
American giants. 

I believe that not one of these countries will follow us 
in asking for the resignation of its president. 

The English have asked in the past for the resignation 
of coaches. Now maybe they wil ask Ron Greenwood. 
Never will they ask for the resignation of the F.A. 
president. 

If, in every team and every company, for the failure 
of the coach or the employee, they asked for the 
resignation of the president or general-manager, all 
teams and companies will be ridiculed. 

Criticism is good when it looks ahead to find the 
mistakes and to avoid repeating them. But not when it is 
done from personal hate and di towards a person 
who represents the whole sport. 

Whoever has learned to lose — seeing the superiority 
of the opponent — has also learned to win. This is what 
sport logic says and this shows the sporting maturity of 
each one of us who likes to be called a Soccer supporter. 


Leichhardt defeated us 3-1 
— good luck to Leichhardt, 
they took the chances that 
came their way well — and 
we, as usual, missed our 
chances after once again 
creating so many.

A crowd of 6,849 was at Melita Stadium 
yesterday to see a very exciting duel between 
Melita and Croatia. 

It was Croatia who proved superior on the day, winning 
41 with-two goals in the second half. 

The first half was clean and reasonably exciting, as both 
sides scored a goal to go in level-pegging 

In the sixth minute Brian Parker brought the crowd to its 
feet when he just turned a ball of the top of his ankle over 
the cross-bar — a narrow miss for Croatia. 

In the 1,4th minute he was involved in more action when 
he broke Clear and hit a 20-metre shot into the base of the 
right post but he was ruled offside by referee Henry 
Witschge. 

Six minutes later Don Allan got up high to a Terry Jones 
corner but his header was well saved by Croatia's keeper, 
Steve Watson. 

In the 25th minute, Hector Martinez penetrated very 
deep on the left and just into the box, but his final shot was 
magnificently saved by Watson's outstretched leg with the 
goal wide open. y 

In the 35th minute, Parker broke away down the left 
flank for Croatia, sending in a perfect cross to Nelio 
Borges on the near post who neatly put away a glancing 
header past the stranded Greedy 

Melita scored one minute from half-time from a 
beautiful cross from the left for Don Allan to net just 
inside the post from eight metres. 

In the second half Croatia started to assert their strong 
authority, and they instigated deep raids into Melita’s 
territory with monotonous regularity. 

Only seven minutes after the break, Peter Hensman 
found himself clear wide on the right, and in a brilliant solo 
effort, dribbled into the box and slotted past Greedy to put 
Croatia back in the lead. 

In the 66th minute, Brian Parker hit the post from 15 
metres, but his side was more successful four minutes later 
when Bobby Pagano, who had gone on as substitute, broke 
down the middle in a magnificent solo run. He blasteda 5 
metre shot that crashed. home to post the final scoreline of

The old ethnic names argument is raging again in 
Adelaide, and the nicknames put up by the Australian 
Soccer Federation marketing division have also been 


blasted. 


Beograd coach Zoran Matic, who was 
assistant to Rale Rasic at Adelaide City 
and took over the Rothmans League First 
Division club this year, started the ball 
rolling when he called for the dropping of 
ethnic names. 

He was quoted in a local weekly 
newspaper backed by the SA Soccer 
Federation. 

Then along came Max Huffa in another 
article, decrying the change of names. 


Huffa, an Australian and former Giants 
striker in the days when they were 
Juventus, cried out for the retention of 
tradition. 

Syl Phelan, retired Soccer journalist and 
now member of the SA Federation Board, 
had a go at the nicknames. 

We don’t pretend to have the answer to 
all Soccer's ills, but we do agree names can 
help. 

nite Guiekuenes while beng Meriay 
Americanised, have attracted attention, 
and along with the new logos, I can see 
them creating interest, particularly among 
the younger generation. 

As regards the ethnic names I have an 
open mind. 

When clubs were purely ethnic — some 
still are — their crowds fell away to almost 
nil. 

Juventus and Hellas, even when they 
met, were reduced to 2,000 spectators. 

They got a lift in the first and second 
year of the Philips League, and now have 
plunged back down; almost 7,196 saw the 
recent Derby. 

And despite being called City and West 
and now Giants and Hawks, they are still 
regarded as Italian and Greek teams, and 
Italians and Greeks form the majority of 
their support. 


So where has any name change helped? 

Would fewer people turn up if they were 
Juventus and Hellas again?

Only when we have clubs representing 
the complete Soccer scene of a City — like 
Canberra, and Newcastle — will we have 
everyone supporting a team, 

Hawks v Giants attracted the 4, S¢ we 
mentioned earlier, but Giants v Gladiators 
attracted only 2,45¢.

England are back on the World Cup trail and looking a pretty safe bet 
to qualify for the Finals in Spain next year. 


Last weekend, England 
had a surprise 3-1 victory 
over Hungary in Budapest, 
a result which gives 
manager Ron Greenwood 
and his men seven points 
from six games. So 
European Group Four is 
now topped by England. 
Romania have six points 
(from five matches) and 
Hungary five points from 
four matches. 

England's World Cup 
fortunes have changed 
dramatically in the past 
fortnight. After suffering 2 
2-1 defeat by Switzerland, 
few critics gave the 
Englishmen such hope of a 
win in Budapest seven days 
later. 

But the Hungarians were 
a bitter disappointment to 
their fans, playing without 


much purpose and never 
suggesting they were 
capable of winning such an 
important game. 

Indeed the only goal they 
did score was put down to a 
Ray Clemence goalkeeping 
error. 

England went in front 
after 20 minutes, though it 
was not a spectacular goal 
with a half-hit shot creeping 
just inside the Hungarian 
goalpost. Scorer was 
Trevor Brooking. 

Hungary were level 
before half-time through 
Garabar after Clemence 
could not hold a long pass. 

In the second half, 

Brooking put the visitors in 
front with a super goal 
Receiving a pass from 
Kevin Keegan, Brooking 
unleashed a rocket shot 


into the net when the 
Hungarian defence backed 
off expecting Brroking to 
pass the ball, 

England's third goal, the 
clincher, came from a 
Keegan penalty kick 17 
minutes from full-time, It 
may have been a harsh 
decision by Italian referee 
Casarin although Keegan 
certainly was upended 
when Garabar attempted to 
tackle him in the hox
